atmosphere with a strange mingling 
of regret and new hope. We have seen 
a world passion spend its fury, but we

A man may tremble and cringe 
when threatened with physical vio- 
lence, and yet stand up serene and 
magnificent when the assessor comes 
to the door, and there's nothing finer 
than that sort of moral courage. 


"There used to be a blacksmith m 


this town who had a wide reputation 
as a fire eater. He wasn't afraid of 
anything, people said. If he heard of 
a promising bruiser anywhere in the 
countryside, he couldn't rest until he 
had mixed things with him. And he 
didn't ask for purses or other induce- 
ments. 
He engaged m combat just 


because he loved It, and was happiest 
when his nose was knocked to one 
side, and his eyes were bunged up so 
that he couldn't see whether he was 
going or coming. He acted the hero on 
several occasions, rescuing people from 
burning buildings, and saving gents 
who were drowning and his nerve 
became a byword.

Then 
we should have little or no disorgani- 
zation of our economic. Industrial and 
commercial systems at home, no stag- 
gering war debts, no swollen fortunes 
to flout the sacrifices of our soldiers, 
no excuse for sedition, no pitiable 
slackerism, no outrage of treason. 
Envy and jealousy would have no soil 
for their menacing development, and 
revolution would be without the pas- 
sion which engenders It 


A regret for' the mistakes of yester- 


day must not, however, blind us to 
the tasks of today. 
War never left 


such an aftermath. 
There has been 


staggering loss of life, and measure>- 
less wasteage of materials. 
Nations 


are still groping for return to stable 
w»-ys. Discouraging indebtedness con- 
fronts us like all the war-torn na- 
tions, and these obligations must be 
provided for. 
No civilization can sur- 


vive repudiation. 
We can reduce the 


abnormal expenditures, and we will. 
We can strike at war taxation, and 
we must. 
We must face the grim ne- 


cessity, with full knowledge that the 
task is to be solved, and we must pro- 
ceed with a full eralization that no 
statute enacted by man can repeal the 
inexorable laws of nature. 
Our most 


dangerous tendency is to expect too 
much of government, and at the same 
time do for it too little. 
We con- 


template the immediate task of put- 
ting our public household in order.

There is no way of making them so. 
There is no instant step from disor- 
der to order. 
We must face a condi- 


tion of grim reality, charge off our 
losses and start afresh. 
It is the old- 


est lesson of civilization. 


From destruction to Production. 
The forward course of the business 


cycle is unmistakable. 
Peoples are 


turning from destruction to produc- 
tion. Industry has sensed the changed 
order and our own people are turn- 
ing to resume their normal, onward 
way. 
The call is for productive Amer- 


ica to go on. 
I know that congress 


and 
the 
administration will 
favor 


every wise government policy to aid 
the resumption and encourage contin- 
ued progress. 
I speak for adminis- 


trative efficiency, for lightening tax 
burdens, for sound commercial prac- 
tices, for adequate credit facilities, for 
symapthetic concern for all agricul- 
tural problems, for the omission of 
unnecessary interference of govern- 
ment with business, for an end to gov- 
ernment's experiment in business, and 
for more efficient business in govern- 
ment administration. With all of this 
must attend a mindfulness of the hu- 
man side of all activities, so that so- 
cial, industrial and economic justice 
will be squared with the purposes of 
a righteous people. 


With the nation-wide Induction of 


womanhood into our political life we 
may count upon her Intuitions, her re- 
linements, ^her intelligence and her in- 
fluence to'exalt the social order. We 
count upon her exercise of the full 
privileges and the performance of the 
duties of citizenship to speed the at- 
tainment of the highest state. 


Prayer for Industrial Peace. 


I wish for an America no less alert 


In guarding against dangers from with- 
in than it is watchful against enemies 
from without. Our fundamental law 
recognizes no class, no group, no sec- 
tion ; there must be none in legisla- 
tion or administration.
